[ The Institute was subordinate to the Ministry of Higher 
Education, and in 19 56 had about 1200 students evenly divided among the 
Schools of Mechanical Engineering, Zootechnics, and Agronomy. The 
report discusses admission to the Institute and its curriculum, routine, 
staff and incentives. The director of the Institute was Bmitriy 
Sergeyevich Dubovoy, a Party member who had done considerable research 
on swine. Attached to the report are four sketches and legends for 
same listing over one hundred features of the Institute. The sketches^ 
are of the first and second floors of the Institute and of the first / 
and second floors of a nearby branch of the Institute. Also attached [ 
is a chart of the Institute's organization.

Qpon preaentlwg these docments to the Admissions Office of the 
Institute, the applicant me required to fill oat a doement nosed 
"Anketa", giving Inf ormat ion similar to that included In the currlculm 
vitas. If the applicant had completed military service, ha me required 
to give Information on asslyasents, decorations, mande, whether or not 
ha had been taken prisoner, whether he me disabled, and whet languages 
he spoke heeldee Bosnian. All applicants had to give this information 
on languages. 


3- Residents of the city did not lire on caapos, hot non-residents lived 
in. Vo corre s pondence courses mre given. Vtadents in each of the 
speelelties taught at the Institute mre required to stndy a minimum of 
five years; two years* work could not he dons in one. Only one jeer's 
work could he repeated; if, upon repeating, the student did not pass, 
he was obliged to leave the Institute. These limitations mre not 
applicable In cases of illness.

The Institute had Schools of Mechanical Engineering, Zootechnics, and 
Agronoaqr. Each specialty consisted of a five-year course of studies, 
of uhich the first four lasted ten months; the 1& year lasted five 
months and did not inoluda field tripe. The firm two years, classes 
began In Sspteadfter and ended in June of the following year. The third 
year classes began in Saptanhar and ended in Mqr, and the month of Mgr 
was used for field practice. The fourth year, classes began in October 
and ended in April of the following year, and the months of May, June, 
and July were used for field work. The fifth year began in VovuMber 
and ended In March of the following year. Classes mre gLven in Bussisn.

The School of Agroatmqr field studies ware as follows: 

1st year: Two or three hours daily daring the month of Jane, field tripe 
to the outskirts of Mpazsn study Botany sod the Physiology of Plants, 
so that students could lean to distinguish the different classes of 
plants and lean what groups each of them belonged to. 

2nd year: In June of each year, students studying the second year went 
io a sovkhoz subordinate to the Znstltate for pvoetissl expealenoe an 
t|e Study of Barths, Study of Crops, Mechanization of Agriculture; these 
students worked In cultivating and fertilizing the land. 

3rd year: During the months of Jm m and July, per sons having passed 
the third year were sent to different sovkhesy In Bpasam Oblast so that 
they might taka part In saeh work as the sowing of beets and vegetables 
In general, and the fertilizing of ths land for the planting of wheat, 
corn, and potatoes* 

jrth year: During Hey, Jane, end July, fourth-year students were sent 
to knlkbozy In Eyazan (blast to tshs part, together with the agronsmlst 
and president of the kolkhoz, in such work as the sowing of barley, 
wheat, corn, potatoes, and the cultivation of the earth.

Students also visited greenhouses, dairies, and kolkhoqr located near 
the city, usually once a month daring the school year. 
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although one day there might be two theoretical 

classes and one practical, the following day there ml0t be ferae 
practical classes and two theoretical. m each of the five school years, 
trlmestral exesm were held In January and also one month before the end 
of the school year; all exams were oral. Students were graded froa one 
to five, end a of three was required to pass; If a student received 

d grade less than three, he had to repeat the year's work. 
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The Institute graduated students la Mechanical Engineering, Zootechnics, 
and Agroxumy; no other degrees ware (ranted In these three specialties. 50X1 -HUM 
generally, students sere informed of job o ppo rtunities tiro months before 
the sere awarded ao ttg jd# —he applications. 


disabled veterans studying at the Institute received pr eference and 
were followed hr students Who had received the beat grades. 


8. Classes began at 09<X> hoars; there sere usually six classes daily of b5 
Minu tes duration each, vitb a five -or ten - hb! mate zest period between 
classes. Afternoons were used as study periods, except for Saturday after- 
noons ufe&ch were used for lectares, concerts, and dances. Students 
received two months of amir vacations; in sooner, students received 

two weeks of vacations, usually from shout 25 February to 10 March. 

Lenses of absence were granted only for illness in the foully. All 
students were entitled to 12 days at a rest boas or spa, although most 
students did not take advantage of these privileges because they preferred 
to visit their fmslliea. fhe labor union was in charge of this progm 
and lssusd a doconent called im t a r o v ha to students wishing to wae these 
privileges; students could not enter rest hemes or apes with this document. 

9. Political instruction was required; it consisted of 90 minutes Instruction 
once or twlee a week on such subjects as Marxism-Leninism and Political 
Sconoay; this instruction was given by Communist Party members . On 

aftarmaona, students usually attended lectures given by instructors 
at this limtitwte, "agitators", and instructors from other institutes; 
lectures Mamit*with such subjects as the world political situation, youth 
in socialist and capitalist countries, sports, sciences, biographical 
information on Soviet personages, and the observance of Soviet holi days. 


10. The Institute had musical, singing, dancing, and painting groups, science 
and photography clubs, and sports dubs for soccer, tennis, track, sulamlng, 
gymnastics, basketball, boxing, and wrestling.
